TO COMPEL USE OF 
BLOCK SYSTEM 


Joseph Arentz Pursues Man W ho 
Carries off a Pair of Shoes, and 
Then Calls Officers 


In connection with the installation 
of the telephone block system on the 
Burlington Route from St. Paul to 
Aurora, local railroad 
men 
under­ 
stand that the interstate commerce 
commission, which has been investi­ 
gating the cause of railroad accidents 
with special relation to safety devices, 
will recom m end to congress the c o m ­ 
pulsory adoption ot m e block signal 
system . 
T h e report will show that not more 
than 50,000 miles of railroad in the 
United States are now protected by 
the block system and that, in the case 
of most of these systems, the pressure 
of traffic has resulted in a practical 
discontinuance of all ordinary block 
system rules. 
It is admitted by most railroad men 
that the present car shortage is n o th ­ 
ing to what would exist if they were 
compelled to follow the block system 
everywhere, because this would mean 
an interval cbtween all trains on the 
road so great that they could not pos­ 
sibly handle the traffic which is now 
piled up.

(6) For copying and classifying poll 
lists. 
(7) For making canvasses of voters.

contribute or expend or consent to or 
authorize the expenditure or payment 
by any other person or persons of any 
money or other valuable thing in or- 
er to secure or aid in securing his 
nomination or election or the nomina­ 
tion or election of any other person 
or persons or both such nomination 
and election to any office to be voted 
lor at the same election or in aid of 
any party or measure in excess of a 
sum calculated upon the number of 
votes cast for governor at the last 
preceding regular election within the 
district, county or state, as the case 
may be, as follows: 
For five thou­ 
sand votes or less one hundred dol­ 
lars: for each one hundred votes over 
five thousand and under twenty-five 
thousand, tw o dolalrs and for each 
one hundred votes over twenty-five 
thousand one dollar.

W e all know that public improve­ 
ments such as have been made here 
for the past six or eight years have 
c o -4 thousands of dollars, and natur­ 
ally causes a high tax rate, but it was 
money well 
invested, and is worth 
more to the city than it cost. 
Now 
be an economical, business adminis­ 
tration of city affairs, would it not be 
possible to curtail some of the more 
needless expenditures, and by so do­ 
ing lower the tax rate to about 14 
mills, or near 
that, 
which 
would 


mean «\ marked reduction to taxpay­ 
ers over the present rate. 
If, by a 
business administration, we can thus 
materially lower our tax rate with­ 
out impeding the general progressive 
movement which has been started, it 
would certainly make an interesting 
advertisement for La Crosse, and one 
which could not help , causing manu- 
afcturing concerns to look our way 
for a location. 
And when more fac­ 
tories and other business 
concerns 
are here, there will be more of us lo 
help pay for a continuance of the good 
things that have been accomplished 
in the past.

ventilation is to keep the cellar cool 
and dry, but this often fails of being 
accom plished by a common m istake. 
and instead the cellar is made both 
w arm and damp. 
A cool place should never be venti­ 
lated unless the air adm itted is cooler 
than the air within, or a t least as cool 
as that or a very little warm er. 
The 
w arm er the air the more moisture it 
holds in suspension. 
N ecessarily the 
cooler the air the more this moisture 
Is condensed and precipitated. 
W hen a cool cellar is aired on a 
warm day the entering air, being in 
j motion, appears cool, blit as -t fills the 
cellar the cooler air u ith which it be­ 
comes m ixed chills it, Hic* m oisture is 
condensed, and dew is deposited on the 
cold w alls and m ay often be seen run­ 
ning down them in streams. 
Then the 
cellar is damp. 
To avoid this the w in­ 
dow should be left opened at night and 
late, 
the last thing liefore retiring. 
There Is no need to fear that the night 
air Is unhealthful. 
It is as pure as the 
air of m idday and is really drier.
